WE SCHOOL FAIR 


Seven members of the local 
Rotary Outpost were in Leth¬ 
bridge Monday evening last and 
listened to an inspiring and en¬ 
couraging address by Geo. W. 
Olinger, a Director of Rotary 
Intcrnatinal. who spoke of his ex 
periences in travelling around 
the world .with President Bob 
Hill, and of the need of the 
world for better understanding. 

He also spoke of boys work, 
and related the effect the life 
of an older man had on him. 
and how he had always felt 
that the only way to pay that 
debt back was to help the boys. 
“Nations are coming to realize,” 
he said, “That their greatest 
asset is the youth of the land, 
and they must do something to 
assist youth to find itself.” Not 
what we put into it in dollars 
and cents, but the influence we 
have and the time we spend 
with youth is the thing that 
will count. 

Speaking to the Outpost mem 
bers, he stated that the eyes of 
Rotary were upon us. and that 
as the Pioneer Outpost in Rot¬ 
ary it was up to us to keep the 
banner floating high.
